In an eloquent appeal to the League Council yester- 
day, Dr. Wellington Koo, Chinese Ambassador 
in Paris and chief delegate at Geneva, asked 
that certain recommendations be made to 


member States. 


Dr. Koo requested that these States be recommend- 
ed to extend financial and material aid to China 


to fortify her 


resistance and to succour re- 


fugees, and to refrain from anything which 
might weaken China’s resistance. 


He asked that they withhold from Japan the sup- 
ply of instruments of war and raw materials 
necessary for the continuation of aggression, 
particularly aeroplanes and oil, and to restrict 
the importation of Japanese goods.

world peace front. 

' EFFECT ON EUROPE 
It did not require a fertile mind,

the present tense situation in 
Europe and what would happen to 
the rights and interests of the De- 
mocratic powers in the Far East 
if China had capitulated to the Ja- 
panese threat at the beginning, or 
had stopped resisting the invasion 
and had accepted Japan’s domin- 
ion. 

Dr, Koo made a brief survey of 
the position. 

‘He said that the abandonment of 
positional warfare in favour, of mo- 
bile operations had deprived the 
invading forces of fixed objectives 
on which to concentrate their at- 
tack, and confysed them where to 
strike a crushing blow at the 
Chinese army. 

JAPANESE FAILURE 

The new strategy had helped the 
Chinese to ‘regain: considerable: ini- 
tiative in action, and enabled them 
to strike against the enemy in dif- 
‘ferent sectors at the same time. 

Dr. Koo pointed out that the Ja- 
panese had failed in the operations 
designed to cut the two principal 
routes of supply from abroad. 

He commented favourably on the 
action of American aircraft ‘com- 
panies, who had all responded to 
the advice of the. United, States 
ast.

Referring to the promise made 
to the Jewish people, Mr. MacDon- 
ald mentioned the Balfour Promise 
of 1917, which declared that “the 
Government will use their utmost 
endeavours to see established a na- 
tional home for the Jewish people 
in Palestine.” . % 

It had sometimes been suggested, 
added Mr. MacDonald, that the pro- 
mise meant. definitely that Pales- 
tine should become a Jewish State. 
Certainly, the possibility of Jew- 
ish State was not excluded. It 
was far from excluded, because 
Mr, Lioyd George, who was Pre- 
mier in 1917 assured us. of that. 

‘Nevertheless, the authors of the 
Balfour Declaration and mandate 
did. say-“Jewish . State”’;,.they..used 
the more indefinite expression. 


PICTURESQUE PHRASE 


They recognised that a Jewish 
settlement in Palestine on a great 
scale was an experiment the ex- 
tent whereof must depend upon cer- 
tain incalculable factors. So they

_ EVACUATION PROBLEMS 

Greater London’s total -popula- 
tion must shrink to a 19th-century 
level. Apart from those who might 
be away. on active service, we know 
that at least 500,000 school-children 
and another 500,000 young children 
with mothers can leave at once for 
the country. During September it 
was proposed to evacuate under 
Government control up to 2,000,000 
non-essential. civilians, ‘after the 
children, in addition to at least 
250,000 people who could find their 
own way out to homes of relatives 
and friends in the country. 

At present London’s evacuation 
plans, beyond the million children 
and mothers, are vague. Sir John 
Anderson believes that able-bodied 
civilians should stay at their posts. 
Yet this is not incompatible with 
the removal of many more civilians 
who would have no essential in- 
dustrial or defence posts at which 


. to stay.

‘For every 
raid actually carried out, a London 
‘borough might well receive a dozen 
alarms, which must be heeded. It 
is not hard to imagine an astute 
enemy seriously interfering the es- 
sential work by causing constant 
movement of citizens to and from 
shelter. 


This is also a problem for the 
industrial areas in the Midlands 
and North, but they would receive 
relatively fewer alarms than Lon- 
don. One wonder how far it would 
be possible to maintain the great 
area of industry, much of it en- 
gaged in vital war production, 
which is centred in North and West: 
London. : 

CLOSING OF CINEMAS 

If there were to be constant 
alarms over London, the fewer non- 
essential citizens there were to 
swell the crowds, to increase the 
dangers of chaos and panic, and to 
fill the hospitals, the better. When 
London has been stripped of its 
non-essential population, the task 
of - providing adequate shelter, 
transport and good for those who 
have. to carry on become. a good 
deal simplified. ,

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Corbett, Fitzsimmons, Jack 
Dempsey And Schmeling Prove 


They Never Come Back In 


The 


“fANHEY never come back!” is 

the cry that has been raised 
down the years in the fighting 
game. And _ while this pessimism 
has not altogether been generally 
justified, its truth was re-confirm- 
ed in the heavyweight division when 
Joe Louis knocked Schmeling out 
in 124 seconds. 


Gentleman Jim Corbett was the first 
fighter to try to regain his lost throne. 
And he tried twice. In 1897 he had 
been defeated by Bob Fitzsimmons in 
Carson City, Nevada, when Ruby Ro- 
bert invented the “solar-plexus punch”, 
and used Corbett as its first victim in 
the 14th round. sis ; 

Jim then retired, and during the next 
three years the title passed to Jim Jef- 
fries. But at the age of 34 Corbett 
decided that he could beat Jeffries. The 
match was made, and after six months 
hard training the ex-champion stepped 
into the ring in great condition. 

He had decided that speed could beat 
the giant champion, and the Coney 
Island crowd yelled as Corbett flashed 

_away ahead on points, causing his slow 
rival to flounder clumsily after him. 

By the tenth round Jeffries was 
forced to halt his attack and forget. all 
about the quick knockout he had plan- 
med; by the 20th round he looked a 
beaten'man. As a thunderstorm broke 
over the open arena Jeffries managed 
to crash home a Jeft hook, his .only 
solid punch for rounds, He was 
breathing hard, and Corbett thought 
the champion had shot his bolt. That 
was his fatal mistake. 

As water flooded the aisles, soaking 
everyone to the skin, Corbett decided 
to become 2 “killer” and win by a spec- 
tacular knockout. He waited for the 
23rd round, then stepped in close with 
a left, his right cocked to finish the 
fight . . . Jeffries moved in under the 
left, saw Corbett’s chin unguarded as 
the right was pulled back and smacked 
home two murderous left hands in 
rapid succession... . 

Corbett’s knees trembled, he . 
crashed to tle canvas and stayed 
there. Two punches had changed 
the course of the battle, two 
punches. and Corbett’s over-confid- 
ence, : seiginy 2: etn Sie fae 
Retiring again, Corbett lay fallow 

for another three years before_cham- 
pionship dreams beset him. He was 
nearly 38 years old when he next faced 
Jeffries. Weighing 190 pounds against 
the champion’s 220 he ‘was_ knocked 
down in the second round. . He rose to 
take a bad beating until the sixth, 
‘wwhen he was down for a count of nine. 

Gallantly he-rose.| But the 10th 
-gound saw Jeffries after him in earnest. 
Pole-axe blows ‘had the challenger down 
and gasping for another “nine”. Once 
more he rose, only to sink under 2 ter- 
rific bombardment, ' . 

Yet Corbett’s fighting heart was still 
there, and he ‘was actually on his feet 
at “seven” when.his seconds threw in 
the towel. 7 : 

Fitzsimmons Too 

Between these fights Bob Fitzsim- 
mons also used Jeffrie? to teach him 
that “never come back” lesson. He was 
40 years old: when he again faced’ his 
one-time conqueror in San Francisco. 
Although they. knew how great -he had 
been, the fans ‘were once more amazed 
at his smallness. Their amazement 
grew as this middle-aged man. proceed- 
ed to cut the champion to pieces! — 

__ Chopping, jabbing and clipping, Fitz» 
simmons set out to slaughter Jeffries. 
And at the end of the seventh round 
both men were drenched in blood—but 
it. was the champion’s gore that stained 
the canvas. . ‘ . a 

The crowd were yelling for Bob to 
apply the final punch, when the gladia- 
tors- went into the eign round.

GENE TUNNEY proved the 
stumbling-block to Jack Dempsey 
in his comeback effort. 


Under a broiling sun in Reno, Ne- 
vade, Jim Jeffries gave of his best. 

For 15 
terrible rounds Johnson flashed his 
gold-toothed-smile as he ripped to rib- 
bons the one-time great champion. 

Talking lightly all the time, the Gal-

After that massacre there were 
no more come-backs until the most 
famous of all took place in 1927, 
when Dempery and Tunney engag- _ 
ed in the battle that provided the

rages even to-day. 


Dempsey’s Second 
Chance 


Previously a nervous, worried Demp- 
sey had lost his title to Gene Tunney. 
Afterwards Dempsey started 
comeback trail by knocking out Jack 
Sharkey in seven rounds... Then came 
his second chance: : 

In the dressing-rooms, prior to the 
fight, Referee Dave Barry had made it 
plain that in the event of a knockdown 
the man who scored it was to go toa 
neutral corner before the count started. 

For the first six rounds the cool, cal- 
culating Tunney out-boxed Jack, cut- 
ting his face in two ‘places, but when 
the seventh came- up Dempsey caught 
Tunney with a ‘murderous right-hand. 
er. A ieft-hook dazed Gene, while an- 
other right spun him into the ropes.
